A Needed White House Shuffle 


Positive action by President Nixon in the 
announcement of the realignment of the top 
levels of his White House staff came as a 
breath of fresh air in the oppressive cloud of 
negativism emanating from the W atergate 
investigation and associated probes. 
At least two of the three moves reported by 
the President were highly significant and, in 
our opinion, can be extremely beneficial. 
The first deal with the imminent retirem ent 
of Army Gen. Alexander M. Haig Jr. from 
active duty and his retention as chief of the 
White House staff on a civilian basis. 
Gen. Haig has an excellent record both in 
military and diplomatic fields, and according 
to all reports, has made a good start on his 
White House job. 
HOWEVER, 
we are gratified at his 
transfer to civilian status because we can see 
incongruities, even dangers, from having an 
active duty military officer in such a sensitive 
policy-making assignment at the 
White 
House. 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff, through their 
chairman, and the secretary of defense are 
the President’s main pipelines to the military. 
He also has military aides at the White House, 
primarily for protocol and liaison purposes 
But for anyone who feels strongly about 
maintaining civilian control of the govern­ 
ment in all its aspects — including war- 
making decisions — the presence of an active 
duty general on the White House staff as its 
chief struck a discordant note. 
We do not suggest that Gen. Haig presented 
any particular problem personally. By the 
same token it’s quite apparent President 
Nixon realized fully the difficulties in the 
situation. He named Gen. Haig chief of staff 
on an interim basis only as long as he was in 
uniform. He made the assignemtnt per­ 
manent only upon the general’s retirem ent 
from active duty. 


THE SECOND 
m ajor change brought 
former secretary of defense and former 
congressman Melvin R. Laird to the White 
House staff as counselor to the President for 
domestic affairs. In that Cabinet-rank post he 
will, in effect, succeed John D. Ehrlichman. 
This should be quite a popular move in 


official Washington, especially on Capitol Hill 
and 
particularly among Republicans in 
Congress. As competent as they no doubt 
were in some areas, Mr. Ehrlichman and 
former staff chief H. R. Haldeman were a 
bone of contention between the President and 
Congress. 
Senators and rep resen tativ es of both 
parties claimed the two top aides walled off 
President Nixon 
from them. They also 
criticized them on the basis that they were 
“ Madison Avenue” types and not politicians 
and because of their presence the President 
had lost his "feel” for the political pulse and 
the wishes of the people. 
Mr. Laird is fitted admirably to heal that 
breach. Through his long and distinguished 
service in the House he is well known and 
highly 
regarded 
by 
the 
senators, 
congressmen and their staffs, and will be on a 
first-name basis with most of them. His ex­ 
perience as secretary of defense also gave 
him valuable experience in the executive 
branch of government and he should bring a 
balanced view of the challenges presented 
daily to the White House staff. 


THE SIGNIFICANCE of the promotion of 
Ronald L. 
Ziegler 
as 
assistant 
to the 
President while retaining his duties as press 
secretary is not quite so clear as in the case of 
the other two men. 


IT APPARENTLY is related in part to the 
resignation of Herbert G. Klein as White 
House director of communications. 
A former editor of the San Diego (Calif.) 
Union and other newspapers, Klein had been 
Mr. Nixon’s principal adviser on news 
m atters for 27 years. Despite his lengthy 
service in background positions in cam­ 
paigns, the White House assignment was his 
first in government service and he apparently 
had wearied of its restrictions. 
Mr. Ziegler, who is time-tested as a con­ 
fidante of the President despite his relative 
youth, no doubt will inherit some of the in­ 
terference-running with the news media 
formerly handled by Mr. Klein. 
All in all, we feel President Nixon’s shuf­ 
fling of his top aides creates a lineup that 
shows excellent promise. 


Space 
Oddyssey— 


With the real-life Skylab 1 drama unfolding 
daily, there is little need to go to science 
fiction thrillers or television reruns of Star 
Trek for space chills. 


Now in their second week of space living, 
astronauts Pete Conrad, Joseph Kerwin and 
Paul Weitz face the “extravehicular activity” 
task of freeing a jammed solar panel. 


The project is vital to the successful 
completion of experiments during the trio’s 
28-day space stay. 


Although there is some additional risk to 
the astronauts, the project is important 
enough to pursue. 
The time the work outside the 100-ton or­ 
biting workshop is not a m atter of life and 
death for the astronauts. As a m atter of fact, 
if they fail in the attem pt to free the panel, 
they still will remain in orbit for the full 28 


days — although numerous experiments will 
be dropped. 
But what will the next unexpected space 
development be? It is entirely possible that 
lives will be on the line next time. This type of 
training in space — not some water-filled tank 
in Huntsville — could make the difference in 
an emergency. 
We hope it never comes to that. Apollo 13 
was as close as we want to get to an in-space 
disaster. But space travel still is a relatively 
unknown quantity and accidents can happen. 
Officials at the Johnson Space Center in 
Houston are programming carefully the 
“ extra-vehicular activity” necessary to free 
the jammed panel. Safety of the astronauts is 
the prime consideration—as it should be. 
This is a difficult job for the astronauts that 
will test their accumulated skills. We wish 
them well. 
Cape Canaveral—Again 


The state of Florida again has its Cape 
Canaveral. The historic name of the cape, 
known in recent years as Cape Kennedy, was 
restored last week when Florida’s governor 
Reubin AskeW 
signed 
into 
law 
a 
bill 
redesignating the land mass on state maps 
and documents. 
Many Floridians resisted the name change 
to Cape Kennedy at the time it was made 
following the assassination of John F. Ken­ 
nedy. It was not that they wanted to diminish 
the memory of the late president but that they 
thought there were other ways to honor his 
National Security

IT IS essential, if you are 
to be elected for a second 
term, to find out who your 
enemies are and what they’re 
up to. 
Unfortunately, the Con­ 
stitution of the United States 
with its archaic Bill of Rights 
does 
not 
provide 
the 
President with the weapons 
he needs to find out who is 
trying to keep him from being 
re-elected. 
Yet as President of the 
United States, it is your duty 
to find out if there is a con­ 
spiracy to keep you from 
serving four more years and 
to discover who is behind it.

IDEAS: 
The 
energy crisis has spawned a 
loLof ideas on how to over­ 
come the problem, some of 
them pretty far fetched. 
NASA scientist Frank Rom 
proposed dotting the Great 
Plains with up to 
100,000 
windm ills 
to 
generate 
electricity. He thinks wind­ 
mills can 
meet 
half 
the 
nation's electrical needs. 
He would stick windmills 
atop existing high-tension 
towers, and the 10 megawatts 
each one of them 
would 
generate 
would 
be 
fed 
directly into the power lines. 
What happens when the 
wind dies down and 
the 
w indm ills stop generating 
electricity? 
At that point, explains 
Rom. who does research for 
NASA, existing power plants 
would provide needed power 


until the wind starts to blow 
again. 
Another idea, not quite so 
far-out, was advanced by 
C o m m e r c e 
S e c r e t a r y 
Frederick B. Dent. He wants 
to put labels, on the major 
appliances 
Americans 
use 
which will disclose exactly 
how 
much electricity 
the 
appliance consumes. 
The labels would be used by 
manufacturers on a volun­ 
tary basis and would be af­ 
fixed to such things as air 
conditioners, 
refrigerators, 
washing machines, kitchen 
stoves and dishwashers. 
The idea is that consumers 
would think twice about 
unnecessary use of their 
energy-eating 
appliance. 
They also would buy ap­ 
pliances more carefully, 
selecting items with lower 
power consumption. 


QUESTION PERIOD: Sen. 
Walter F. Mondale has in­ 
troduced legislation designed 
to 
m ake 
the 
Federal 
governm ent 
m ore 
a c ­ 
countable to the people. 
His bill would establish a 
weekly “Question and Report 
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Period” when Cabinet of­ 
ficers and agency heads 
would come to the Senate to 
respond to questions from the 
lawmakers.

have long held such sessions 
with government ministers 
and the country’s prim e 
minister. 
“ By making these cabinet 
officers and agency heads 
more accountable to the 
people 
— 
through 
the 
Congress — we will enable 
the balance of power to shift

and 
reassert the proper role of the 
Congress and the Cabinet 
officers,” said Mondale. 


MORTGAGES: Two thirds 
of American homeowners 
have mortgages on their 
property, a new Census study 
disclosed. 
The average home mor­ 
tgage amounts to $13,800, the 
study shows, but three per 
cent of those paying off home 
mortgages have a debt in 
excess of $30,000. 
Median interest rates on 
mortgages checked in the 
Census survey was 6.1 per 
cent.

ordinary paper check “is so 
good a product that its usage, 
unless something is done to 
the contrary, will grow to 
Unmanageable and damaging 
proportions,” says Jeffrey M. 
Bucher, a board member of 
the Federal Reserve. 


Bucher points out that 
A m ericans will w rite an 
estimated 27 billion checks in 
1973, and predicts the number 
of checks written by 1985 will 
reach a mind-boggling 54 
billion a year. 
All of that paperwork is 
overloading 
the 
bank 
clearing systems and Federal 
agencies which monitor the 
natio n ’s 
money 
system , 
Bucher said. If the use of 
checks isn’t curbed soon, he 
said, consumers will have to 
pay more to write checks 
because banks will have to 
hire more clerical help. 


The 
Federal 
R eserve 
figures individuals write just 
over half of all checks, with 
businesses being the second 
highest users. 
Bucher said the number of 
checks written each year can 
be reduced by expanding the 
use of credit cards to pay bills 
and the adoption of electronic 


THERMAL POLLUTION: 
Because 
A m ericans 
are 
crowding together in big 
metropolitan areas they are 
raising the tem perature of 
their environment. 
This finding was reported 
by Jam es T. Peterson, a 
C om m erce 
D e p a rtm e n t 
meterologist, 
in a 
newly- 
published book. 
Man heats up his en­ 
vironm ent 
and 
causes 
thermal pollution by various 
a c ti v i t i e s ; 
in c lu d in g 
automobiles, home heating, 
industrial plants and elec­ 
trical generation. 
Peterson cited the example 
of 
the 
W ashington 
Metropolitan area, which has 
doubled its population to 
three million in two decades 
and in the process replaced 
much 
vegetation 
with 
buildings and roads. As a 
result it is hotter in the 
nation’s capital than it used 
to be and the community 
rem ains frost-free tor a 
month longer than adjacent 
rural areas. 


By the year 2000 some 60 
per cent of all Americans will 
be living on only 8 per cent of 
the nation’s land area. This 
merging of urban areas will 
generate more heat and can 
change the climate, he said.

digestive tract are two of the 
most frequent unrecognized 
causes of indigestion 
Your 
letter speaks eloquently for 
the problem, and how much 
benefit a person can really 
get by correcting the diet.

He said he has won six of 
his eight amateur fights “ and 
dropped two.”

“ Before I entered the ring, 
I thought to myself, ‘This is 
it,’ ” he said. “ ‘You’re a 
better figher than he is and he 
might give you some good

At the moment of the an­ 
nouncement in favor of the 
other fighter, an official of 
the Amateur Athletic Union 
(governing

DeSantis sign papers that he 
and Tillery would go to the 
finals in Boston. 
“ That 
was

unusual moment of my life in 
boxing,” DeSantis said. “ The 
second he (the AAU official) 
heard the announcement, he 
took the pen I was signing the 
paper with and apologized 
and left our corner.” 
“ I didn't like the decision, 
but I accepted it,” Tillery 
said. “ I knew I’d have to take 
the bitter with the sweet.” 
Tillery wants to “ turn pro” 
after his release. 
“ I like the sport and feel it 
inside,” he said, and he was 
“ really worried” when the in­ 
mate trainer took off—he 
thought it meant the end to 
the boxing program.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Th e 
e n v i r o n m e n t a l 
movement appears bound for 
a head-on collision with the 
energy crisis because of 
Monday’s Supreme Court 
defense of pure air. 
At the urging of the Sierra 
Club 
and 
other 
en­ 
vironmentalists, the Supreme 
Court upheld a lower-court 
decision that the Clean Air 
Act of 1970 forbids any 
“ significant deterioration" of 
existing pure air. 
Spokesmen 
for 
en­ 
vironmentalists and industry 
said the ruling may 
bar 
construction of coal-fired 
electric generating plants, at 
least until new technology 
can be developed to clean 
them up. 
Larry Moss, vice president 
of 
Sierra 
Club, 
said 
en­ 
vironmental 
groups 
an­ 
ticipate a major effort by the 
coal and power industries to 
get Congress to amend the 
law and remove the “ non- 
degredation” standard, 
which the courts say it now 
imposes. 
Said 
Moss: 
“ This 
is 
probably the most important 
environmental decision in the 
history of the movement. We 
are 
prepared 
to 
go 
to 
whatever extent is necessary 
to make sure this is not 
reversed in Congress." 
Even before Moss was 
interviewed, Carl E. Bagge, 
president of the National Coal 
Association, said Congress 
must revise the clean-air law 
immediately. 
In the meantime, non- 
degredation is the law, and 
th e 
E n v i r o n m e n t a l 
Protection Agency is drawing 
up regulations to carry it out, 
expected to be effective 
sometime after June 30. 
A spokesman for EPA said 
the agency must still define 
the amount of significant 
deterioration of air quality 
that may be surpassed. 
Moss said the Sierra Club 
and its allies have suggested 
that additional pollution in 
regions with relatively clean 
air be limited to no more than 
about 10 per cent of existing 
pollution levels, down to a 
minimum allowance of about 
four or five micrograms per 
cubic meter^ — 


Such a level would be more 
than 10 times as strict as the 
most stringent nationwide air 
quality standards, having its 
strongest impact in areas 
with the cleanest air, such as 
the open spaces of the South­ 
west where giant new coal- 
burning plants are planned. 
“ Coal-burning 
power 
plants, 
using 
present 
technology, are 
massive 
emitters of pollution," said 
Moss. “ I suspect coalburning 
plants w ill not be able to pass 
the test of no significant 
pollution." 
The National Coal Associ­ 
ation’s Bagge says, “ It will 
stop the construction of any 
new fossil-fuel power plants 
in most of the United States."

Creation of the Ohio Depart 
ment of Administrative Serv­ 
ices has been delayed in the 
Senate, but the agency’s 
director-designate has no 
worries about the proposal 
being sidetracked. 
“ The delay has caused no 
problems.” said Joseph J. 
Sommer. 
“ We can work 
around that.” 
Gov. John J. Gilligan last 
March proposed the merger 
of the State Departments of 
Personnel. Public Works and 
Finance into the super-house- 
keeping agency, the Depart­ 
ment of Administrative Serv­ 
ices. 
The new department would 


take care of hiring employes, 
maintaining state buildings 
and grounds, and printing 
and 
purchasing 
for 
other 
state agencies. 
An Office of Budget and 
Management would also be 
created to oversee state 
budetary matters. 
Gilligan and Sommer, now 
acting director of the Depart­ 
ment of Personnel, originally 
had hoped the proposal would 
receive the approval of the 
lioth General Assembly b> 
July 1. the start of the new 
fiscal year 
However. Sommer said the 
aim now is to have the meas­ 
ure approved by the Senate 
by July 1 and passed by the 
House before the legislature 
adjourns by mid-August 
“ If the Senate approves the 
bill by July 1.” he said, “ it 
will give us six weeks to get 
the 
measure 
through 
the 
House, and I think we can do 
it.” 
He said the bill was in­ 
tentionally offered first in the 
Senate, controlled. 17-16. by 
the Republicans, to see if any 
major objections arose to the 
proposal. 
“ If 
there 
were 
anv 


problems, they could be 
corrected quickly.” Sommer 
said. 
The Democrats have a 58-41 
majority in the House, where 
Sommer thinks the merger 
will have a better chance. 
He said he has proposed 
two amendments to the bill to 
make it more acceptable to 
Senate Republicans. 
The changes, 
he 
said, 
“ define more clearly the role 
ol the department and the 
Office 
ol 
Budget 
and 
Management.” 
They 
would 
give*

department control over its 
own accounting and finance 
and would give the depart­ 
ment initial responsibility for

Summer 
said, the department would
